Ameri- 
can sources have said that Tho, 
in his secret meetings in Paris 
last month with Kissinger, gave 
him to understand that some 
North Vietnamese would te 
withdrawn from tte northern 
part of South Vietnam. But tte 
implication has been ttet moat 
of Hanoi's forces in tte South 
would stay where they were.

that would be called by the 
governors. Mrs. Begich has re- 
sponded she would run. 


Immediately after the Nov. 7 


election, O'Neill and Gibbons 
announced their candidacy for 
the Boggs' leadership post. 


O'Neill's forces claim their 


candidate already has about ISO 
pledges of support. That's well 
over the 123 votes needed on 
the basis of 244 Democratic 
seats.

Cuba ready to talk 
about skyjacking

WASHINGTON (AP) - US. 


officials are very encouraged 
by a strong Cuban signal on 
opening negotiations toward 
ending aircraft hijacking, but 
they emphatically deny this 
could lead to a normalization in 
relations. 


The Cuban signal came Wed- 


nesday in a broadcast from Ha- 
vana, saying "the government 
of Cuba is willing, and without 
delay, to take such steps which 
might lead to the adoption of a 
broadagreement" on hijacking. 


Even before this broadcast 


was monitored in Washington, 
State Department spokesman 
Charles W. Bray told newsmen, 
"We do have the impression 
now that there may now be a 
basis for reopening negotia- 
tions" on the issue. 


Bray described the impres- 


sion as based on unspecified 
"straws in the wind" as seen in 
previous actions and state- 
ments by Premier Fidel Cas- 
tro's government following two 
recent hijackings of U.S. air- 
liners to Cuba. 


But the broadcast set off 


what officials said was "great 
excitement" among US. Cuban 
experts because the Castro gov- 
ernment has not shown any 
previous willingness to nego- 
tiate the hijacking situation. 


From 
the 
American 


viewpoint, the obstacle to past 
efforts to reach an accom- 
modation on hijacking pre- 
vention was Havana's demand 
that the United States return 


Cubans who fled to this coun- 
try. 


In the Wednesday broadcast, 


Havana criticised past Ameri- 
can policy concerning Cuban 
emigration and acts by anti- 
Castro elements based in the 
United States, but it did not re- 
peat the demand for extradition 
of "illegal Cuban emigrants." 


This omission was seen by 


some U.S. experts as indicating 
the seriousness of the Cuban 
proposal. 


Cuba, one official 
said, 


doesn't want to be known as a 
haven for criminals and is wil- 
ding to deeJ with the United 
States on that basis. This Is 
particularly true, he said, be- 
cause the two most recent hi- 
jackings involved accused mur- 
derers, bank robbers and rap- 
ists. 


But the American experts say 


there is no sign Castro wants s 
better relationship with Wash- 
ington. 


CG cutter is flooding at sea

JUNEAU, Alaska (AP) - An 


international force of merchant 
and military ships was on its 
way to storm-whipped Akutan 
Island in Alaska's Aleutian 
chain today to aid a powerless 
Coast Guard cutter trapped in 
"mountainous seas."

A Coast Guard spokesman 


said the 378-fbot-long, lugh-en- 
durance cutter Jarvls was in 
"serious but stable" condition 
as its engine room continued to 
take water in 12-foot swells and 
2Mmot winds. The spokesman 
said there was no immediate 
danger of sinking. 


No injuries were reported 


among the crew, which Coast 
Guard officials in Junssu said 
numbered 170 men. 


Five merchant vessels — two 


of Japanese registry, two from 
Russia and one from Greece — 
were steaming to the location 
20 miles south of Akutan, more 
than 750 miles southwest of An-

NATO invites Soviets 
to 'reduction' talks 


BRUSSELS (AP) - The 


North Atlantic allies are In- 
viting the Russians to begin 
their talks on mutual reduction 
of forces in Europe on Jan. 31. 


Foreign 
Minister 
Walter 


Scheel of West Germany an- 
nounced in Bonn that the Un- 
ited States and other members 
of the Western alliance have 
sent invitations for the talks to 
the Soviet Union and some of 
its Warsaw Pact allies. 


He said the conference was 


proposed for Switzerland but 
did not specify what city. Lau- 
sanne, Bern and Geneva have 
been mentioned. 


.The Russians had proposed 


discussion of both reduction of 
armies at home and of military 
forces on foreign soil. But the 


crux of the negotiations will be 
the extent of the pullback of So- 
viet and American troops. 


The Soviet Union has about 


310,000 men in East Germany, 
Poland, Czechoslovakia and 
Hungary, according to author- 
itative Western sources. 


The United States has about 


300,000 troops in Western Eu- 
rope. 


One of the problems repeat- 


edly stressed by leaders of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organ- 
ization is that Soviet troops 
would withdraw to nearby Rus- 
sia, while American troops 
would be pulled tack 3,000

The Western allies made 


their first offer to discuss a 


mutual reduction of forces four 
years ago as a counter to a So- 
viet call lor a European secur- 
ity conference. The Soviet pro- 
posal was seen as a maneuver 
to get American forces oat of 
Europe. 


Last spring, in the aftermath 


of President Nixon's trip to 
Moscow, the 
NATO allies 


agreed to go ahead with both 
the European security confer- 
ence and the negotiations for 
reduction in forces. They called 
for separate, parallel talks. 


Talks to prepare for the se- 


curity conference are to open 
Nov. 22 in Helsinki. Thirty-two 
nattem.incMliig the UMMtV 
States and Canada, will take 
part.

Substernal thyroid not usually cancer

Dear Dr. Lamb — Would 


you explain a radio thyroid 
isotope scan study? Is a sub- 
sternal thyroid cancerous? 
What would cause a sub- 
sternal thyroid? If it is not 
creating 
a n y 
symptoms 


wouldn't it be better to leave 
well enough alone? 


Dear Reader—The thyroid 


scan uses radioactive iodine 
an<l takes advantage of the 
thyroid gland's function in 
using iodine. The radioactive 
iodine will be concentrated 
in the thyroid gland area 
and by using a 
counter 


technique, which identifies 


where the radioactive iodine 
is, a map of the size of the 
thyroid gland can be made. 
It is a miniaturized version 
of using a counter to find a 
uranium mine. If a portion 
of 
the 
thyroid gland 
is 


trapped under the sternum 
(breast bone) its location 
there can be identified. 


If there are nodules of ac- 


tive tissue in the thyroid 
gland which may be can- 
cerous, these will pick up ad- 
ditional amounts of the radio 
active materials and repre- 
sent hot spots or high den- 
sity areas on the thyroid 
scan. 


A substernal thvroid is 


merely one wmcn is en- 
larged and a portion of it is 
trapped underneath the ster- 
num. In other cases of thy- 
roid enlargement all of the 
thyroid gland is in the neck, 
none of it is under the ster- 
num, and its size can all be 
determined by physical ex- 
amination usually 
without 


the necessity of using a thy- 
roid scan. A substernal thy- 
roid is not necessarily can- 
cerous. In fact, it usually is 
not. It just defines where the 
enlargement of the thyroid 
gland is located. 


Sometimes substernal thy- 


roid glands, if they are large 
enough, will cause pressure 
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Estimates 


against adjacent structures 
and will therefore need to be 
removed. Otherwise, ordi- 
nary enlargement of the thy- 
roid eland in the neck region 
merely increases the size of 
the neck without c* eating 
pressure on underlying 
structures. 


Dear Dr. Lasib—The doc- 


tor says I have spasms of 
the stomach but he doesn't 
know what causes it. I have 
great pains in my stomach 
like cramps. I also have a 
bad heart. I have a pace- 
maker—this year makes my 
fourth year with it. It was 
exchanged in February of 
this year. It is doing okay 
but my stomach is not. I am 
76. I would like you to give 
me some advice If you can. 


Dear Reader — To have 


some idea of what is causing 
your problem, one would 
need to have X rays of your 
stomach and possibly even 
your gallbladder and lower 
digestive tract. If these are 
all normal there is a pos- 
sibility that the pains you 
are experiencing in the area 
of your stomach are from 
your heart. 


Some people have heart 


pain referred to the upper 
abdomen. If this should be 
the case your doctor could 
try nitroglycerine tablets 
under the tongue and see if 
it relieves your abdominal 
pain. 


The body plays strange 


tricks on us. The pain is not 
always where the difficulty 
is. That is why a person with 
gallbladder 
difficulty 
will 


sometimes have referred 
pain to the shoulder and a 
person with a heart attack 
may have pain in the arm 
instead of the chest. So, you 
can have trouble with the 
blood supply to your heart 
muscle and it may cause 
pain in the abdomen instead 
of the chest.

Beginning of Boy Scouts in Nope 


In mi, when the Boy Scouts of America was a young 


organisation, a young man in Hope, F.R. Ethridge, 
organised the fir* Scout Troop here and was com- 
missioned as its first Scoutmaster. 


Ethridge was working for the Carl Baer-Bill Bethea 


Lumber Co. and through them managed to get some cull 
lumber and toM a group of boys they could have a troop 
and their own meeting place if they would build a hut. So 
the boys hauled the lumber themselves to a location on 
Louisiana St. behind the old Tom Boyett home by the 
Frisco Railroad. The property belonged to the city. 


Ethridge worked long hours at his Job, so the boys 


borrowed tools from Bryant, who was a carpenter and 
father of one of the boys, and did most of the work 
themselves. The hut was built with a dirt floor except at 
one end where there was a platform or stage. They also 
built benches for seats. 


There were about 30 boys and they organised into 


patrols. Each patrol was supposed to have eight boys, 
one of whom was patrol leader. They started with five 
patrols and later filled all but one patrol. All the boys had 
uniforms which each boy bought himself and a handbook, 
one of the first printed, which sold for Me each. At that 
time there were only three ranks a Scout could attain 
tenderfoot, tad class, and 1st class. 


Ethridge had no literature other than the handbooks 


but recalls that there was much fun and adventure. The 
boys furnished everything themselves, with no sponsors 
or outside help. They would hire wagons to take them to 


Red Bluff on Little River or Red Lake or hike to tyke 
Springs for campouts. Assisting Ethridge on these hikes 
and campouts was N.T. Jewel. 


Recently, Ethridge, who still lives in Hope, brought his 


original commission as Scoutmaster to (Men Overturf, 
Scoutmaster of Troop 91, and stated that he wanted to 
have it preserved for future Scouts in Hope. The com- 
mission, dated July 25, Mil, has listed as honorary 
president of the Boys Scouts of America, William H. Taft, 
and Theordore Roosevelt was honorary vice president. 


The commission will be framed and hung In the Lion's 


Club Scout Hut in the Fair Park.

A heart cue-bid 
would probably just elicit a 
further diamond bid from 
Porthoe sitting North. A six- 
spade bid might leave him 
high and dry and wrecked on 
the rocks of distribution, but 
D'Artagnan tried that bid. 
Rochefort considered a 
seven-heart save, but he had 
too much defense and he 
knew that all D'Artagaan's 
slams were not guaranteed 
by the Bank of France. 
Jussace opened a heart. 
D'Artagnan ruffed and saw 
that the way to follow up his 
daring bid was with extreme 
caution in the play. 


Watch the safe way he 
played the slam. At trick 
two he cashed the ace of 
clubs. Then he led a diamond 
to dummy's ace and played 
a second club from dummy 
to guard against the possi- 
bility t h a t Rochefort had 
been dealt just one club. 


When the club was not 


ruffed the hand was home. 
D'Artagnan led a low 


club; ruffed with dummy's 
king of trump*; led 
heart 


and ruffed with his ace of 
trumps as a super tatety 
play; then ruffed this last 
club with dummy's five of 
trumps and told his oppo- 
nents that one of them could 
take his queen of trumps any 
time he wished.
